We  bid  thee  farewell.

Of  Ephraim  to  dwell.

So  sang  and  yet  sing  the  Saints  of 
Latter  Days,  gathering  or  gathered  from 
the  nations,  in  response  to  the  warning 
call,  "  Come  out  of  her,  my  people!" 


Gathering  or  Gathered? 

And  it  shall  come  tot  pass  in  the  last- 
days,  that  tlie  mountain  of  the  Lord's 
house  shall  be  established  in  the  top  of 
the  mountains,  and  shall  be  exalted  above 
the  hills;  and  all  nations  shall  flow  unto 
it. 

"  And  many  people  shall  go>  and  say. 
Come  ye,  and  let  us  go  to  the  mountain 
of  the  Lord,  to  the  house  of  the  God  of 
Jacob  ;  and  he  will  teach  us  of  his  ways, 
and  we  will  walk  in  his  paths  ;  for  out  of 
Zion  shall  go  forth  the  law,  and  the  word 
of  Hie  Lord  from  Jerusalem." 
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Whether  the  Prophet  Isaiah,  when  he 
uttered  that  prediction  (2:2-3),  had  in 
mind  a  gathering  of  Israel — that  is,  an 
Israel  in  process  of  gathering — or  an 
Israel  already  gathered  and  set  on  high 
as  a  magnet  to  the  nations,  is  immaterial 
at  the  present  time.  This  much  is  cer- 
tain. The  allusion  is  to.  the  Work  of  the 
Lord  in  the  Last  Days-— the  days  in 
which  we  live. 

Brigham  Succeeds  Joseph. 

The  Prophet  who  laid  the  foundations 
of  this  work  was  not  permitted,  in  the 
providence  of  God,  to  help  fulfill  his  own 
prediction — that  the  Latter-day  Saints, 
driven  westward,  should  "  become  a 
mighty  people  in  the  midst  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains."  It  was  his  to  project,  but 
not  to  execute  the  great  movement.  Like 
Moses  on  Pisgah's  height,  Joseph  beheld 
afar  the  Land  of  Promise ;  and  like  Moses 
lie  was  kept  from  entering  the  land  ;  be- 
cause, no  doubt,  he  was  needed  else- 
where. 

But  another  great  leader  had  been  pro- 
vided, to  take  up  the  work  where  the 
"  choice  seer  "  laid  it  down,  and  carry  it 
forward  to  further  success  and  victory. 
That  other  leader,  the  modern.  Joshua, 
successor  to'  the  martyred  head  of  the 
Church,  was  its  second  President  and 
Prophet.  Joseph  Smith's  mantle  had 
fallen  upon  Brigham  Young  (Essentials, 
Church  History,  page  388),  and  it  was 
he  who  new  stood  at  the  front,  sustained 
by  both  priesthood  and  people,  ready  to 
lead  modern  Israel  to  the  Promised 
Land. 

"This  is  the  Place." 

Of  Brigham  Young  it  is  related,  that 
while  crossing  the  plains  west  of  the  Mis- 
souri River  with  his  pioneer  company  in 
the  spring  and  summer  of  1847,  he  saw 
the  land  that  he  and  his  followers  were 
about  to  inhabit — saw  in  vision  a  tent 
•settling  down  from  heaven  over  the 
Valley  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake,  and  heard 
a  voice  from  above  proclaim:  "This  is 
the  place  where  my  people  Israel  shall 
pitch  their  tents." 


Such  is  the  testimony  of  Erastus  Snow, 
one  of  (lie  principal  men  who  came  with 
President  Young  to  the  Rocky  Mountains. 
(Discourse,  July  25,  1880,  Improvement 
Era,  June,  1913).  Consequently,  when 
the  great  Pioneer  said,  "  This  is  the 
place,"  he  was  repeating  words  that  had 
been  spoken  to  him — repeating  them 
while  viewing  with  the  natural  eye  what 
his  spirit  sight  previously  beheld. 

Human  Wisdom  and  Divine  Guidance. 

What  availed  after  that,  the  pessimis- 
tic forebodings  of  Mountaineer  "  Jim  " 
Bridger,  who;  camped  with  the  Pioneers 
just  after  they  passed  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains, and  whose  laconic  speech,  "  ] 
would  give  a  thousand  dollars  if  I  knew 
an  ear  of  corn  could  ripen  in  Salt  Lake 
Valley,"  has  Feen  often  and  variosuly 
quoted.  What  availed  the  roseate  account 
given  o;f  the  California  coast  by  ultra-opti- 
mistic Samuel  Brannan,  who,  after  sail 
ing  with  a  "  Mormon  "  colony  from  New 
York,  landing  at  the  Bay  of  San  Fran- 
cisco' (Yerba  Buena),  and  setting  his 
followers  to  work  plowing,  planting  and 
printing  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley, 
crossed  the  Sierra  Nevada,  met  the 
Pioneers  on  (Green  River,  and  endeavored 
to  persuade  them  that  the  fertile  slopes 
of  the  Pacific  were  a  better  place  of  abode 
for  homeless  refugees  than  the  parched 
alkaline  wastes  of  "  The  Great  American 
Desert?  "  Brigham  Young  knew  better 
than  Colonel  Bridger  or  Elder  Brannan 
where  the  Lord's  people  should  "  pitch 
their  tents."  He  was  not  the  man  to 
ignore  divine  guidance.  His  own  vision 
was  before  him,  beckoning  him  on  ;  and 
Joseph  Smith's  prediction  behind  him, 
urging  him  forward  and  pointing  out  the 
way.  The  Latter-day  Saints  were  to 
"  become  a  mighty  people  " — not  in 
California,  not  along  the  Pacific  Coast, 
but  "  in  the  midst  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains." Looking  past  the  present  into 
the  future,  Brigham  Young  had  for  all 
such  warnings  and  persuasions  one  reply : 
'This  is  the  Place." 

An  Inspired  Choice. 

And  who  can  doubt  the  wisdow  of  the 
choice   that   made   these   mountain   fast- 
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messes,  in  lieu  of  those  flowery  slopes,  a 
permanent  home  for  the  erstwhile  per- 
secuted people?  Had  they  gone  to  Cali- 
.fornia  at  that  time,  it  would  have  meant 
in  all  probability  their  dispersion  as  a 
.community,  or  another  painful  exodus  in 

■  quest  of  peace  and  freedom.  It  would 
have  been  to  invite  from  the  inhabitants 
of  that  region,  which  was  fast  filling  up 
with  immigrants  from  the  very  States 
where  the  Saints  had  experienced  their 
worst  troubles,  a  repetition  of  the  woes 
from  which  they  were  fleeing.  Here,  in 
the  Mountains  of  Ephraim,  a  thousand 
miles  from  the  frontiers  of  civilization, 
behind  the  rocky  ramparts  of  the  Ever- 
lasting Hills,  they  were  safe  from  mobs 
and  molestation. 

Better  Than  Elsewhere. 

Better  for  them,  in  any. event  and  in 
every  way,  that  they  should  bide  where 
Providence  placed  them.  The  coast 
country,  with  all  its  attractions — and 
they  are  many — has  no  such  choice 
climate  as  this  more  highly  favored  re- 
gion. Moreover,  the  land  once  supposed 
to    be   worthless,    and    to   redeem   which 

■  even  in  part  from  its  ancient  barrenness 
has  required  years  on  years  of  toil  and 
privation,  turns  out  to  be  a  veritable 
treasure-liouse  of  natural  resources,  a 
self-sustaining  empire  ;  and  in  periods  of 
strife,  when  war  rocks  the  world,  beyoniT 
doubt  it  is  the  best  and  safest  place  be- 
neath the  sun. 

Joseph  Smith  on  War. 

This  mention  brings  to  the  fore  Joseph 
Smith's  "  Revelation  and  Prophecy  on 
War."  That  tremendous  forecast,  relat- 
ing not  only  to  the  fierce  internecine 
■struggle  between  the  Northern  and  the 
Southern  States  of  the  American  Union, 
but  to  other  and  mightier  unheavals  as 
well,  some  past  and  some  yet  future,  was 
launched  at  Kirtland,  Ohio,  on  the  25th 
of  December,  1832.  It  might  be  said, 
therefore,  to  have  come  as  a  solemn 
Christmas  gift  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
world,  warning  them  to  prepare  for 
terrible  events  that  were  approaching. 


The  Prophet  declared  that  war  would 
be  "  poured  out  upon  all  nations,"  be- 
ginning at  a  certain  place — South  Caro- 
lina. The  Southern  States,  divided 
against  the  Northern  States,  would  "call 
on  Great  Britain,"  and  Great  Britian 
would  "  call  upon  other  nations  "  for  de- 
fensive assistance  against  hostile  powers. 
Slaves,  rising  against  their  masters, 
would  be  "  marshaled  and  disciplined  for 
war,"  and  the  red  remnants  "  left  of  the 
land  "  would  "  become  exceeding  angry" 
and  "vex  the  ^Gentlies  with  a  sore  vexa- 
tion." By  bloodshed  and  famine,  plague, 
earthquake  and  tempest,  the  inhabitants 
of  the  earth  would  mourn  and  be 
■made  to  feel  the  wrath  and  indigna- 
tion and  chastening  hand  of  an  Almighty 
God."  The  Prophet  exhorted  his  fol- 
lowers to  "  stand  in  holy  places  and  be 
not  moved,  until  the  day  of  the  Lord 
come."     (Doc.  and  Cov.  87.) 

For  19  years  this  prophecy  remainde  in 
manuscript,  though  copies  of  it  were 
carried  by  "  Mormon  "  missionaries  and 
read  to  their  congregations  in  different 
parts  of  the  world.  In  1851  it  was  publ- 
ished at  Liverpool,  the  first  edition  of 
"  The  Pearl  of  Great  Price  "  containing 
it.  Consequently,  it  was  a  matter  of 
public  note  and  printed  record  long  be- 
fore the  dire  fulfillment  began. 

The  Fulfillment  Begins. 

The  revelation  had  been  in  existence 
28  years,  three  months  and  18  days 
when,  on  April  12,  1861,  the  Confederate 
batteries  in  Charleston  harbor,  South 
Carolina,  opened  fire  on  Fort  Sumter, 
thus  precipitating  the  war  between  the 
North  and  the  South.  As  is  well  known, 
it  arose  over  the  slave  question,  a  cir- 
cumstance fulfilling  another  of  Joseph 
Smith's  predictions.  (Doc.  and  Cov. 
130:12,  13.) 

Southern  States  Call  on  Great  Britain. 

How  11  of  the  Southern  States,  bent 
upon  withdrawing  from  the  Union  and 
establishing  an  independent  government 
below  the  Mason  and  Dixon  line  "called 
on  (Great  Britain,"  and  were  accorded  a 
measure  of  encouragement  bv  the  ruling 
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classes  of  that  country,  neea  riot  now  be 
dwelt  upon.  The  arrest  and  release  of 
the  Confederate  commissioners,  Mason 
and  Slidell,  sent  to  present  the  case  of 
the  seceding  states  at  the  Court  of  St. 
James,  and  the  subsequent  payment  by 
the  British  government  of  the  Alabama 
claims  ($15,500,000),  for  damages  sus- 
tained by  United  States  commerce  at 
the  hand  of  Confederate  privateers  built 
and  fitted  out  in  British  ports,  tell  in  part 
the  story. 

Negro  and  Indian  Questions. 

It  is  also  a  matter  of  history,  that 
many  of  the  negro  slaves,  set  free  by 
President  Lincoln's  edict  of  emancipa- 
tion and  trained  as  troops,  fought  in  the 
Northern  armies  against  their  former 
masters.  Whether  or  not  the  race  ques- 
tion was  completely  settled  by  the  Civil 
war  remains  to  be  seen.  As  for  Indian 
troubles,  there  have  been  plenty  of  them 
since  that  prophecy  was  uttered.  But 
let  us  hope  that  they  have  ceased  to  'rvex 
the  Gentiles." 

To  Avert  Calamity. 

Joseph  Smith's  last  public  act  of  a 
political  character  was  an  effort  to  save 
his  country  from  the  awful  calamity  that 
he  saw  impending.  To  some  it  may  ap- 
pear strange,  even  inconsistent,  that  a 
prophet,  after  making  a  prediction, 
should  try  to  prevent  it  from  coming  to 
pass.  But  is  should  be  remembered  that 
divine  prophecies  and  promises  are  con- 
ditional. There  is  always  an  alternative, 
'expressed,  or  implied,  hinging  upon  a 
possible  change  of  attitude  or  conduct 
on  the  part  of  the  person  or  persons 
affected.  Deem  it  not  incongruous, 
therefore,  that  the  Prophet,  after  pre- 
dicting the  Civil  War,  should  endeavor  to 
open  a  way  of  escape  from  the  evils  fore- 
seen and  foretold. 

In  January,  1844,  only  five  months  be- 
fore his  martyrdom,  Joseph  Smith  be- 
came a  candidate  for  the  presidency  of 
the  UHited  States.  One  of  the  planks  of 
his  political  platform  was  a  proposition 
to  free  the  slaves  of  the   South — not  bv 


confiscation,  thereby  despoiling  and  em- 
bittering their  owners,  but  by  purchase, 
thus  making  their  freedom  a  gift  from 
the  general  government ;  the  funds 
necessary  for  the  purpose  to  be  realized 
from  the  sale  of  public  lands.  This  just 
and  humane  proposition,  repeated  11 
years  later  by  the  great  philosopher, 
Emerson,  and  favored  by  President 
Lincoln  himself,  was  ignored,  and  it 
cost  this  nation  a  million  lives  and  bil- 
lions of  treasure  to  despise  the  counsel 
of  a  prophet  of  God,  and  adopt  instead 
what  the  hate-blinded  politicians  of  that 
period  deemed  "  a  more  excellent  way." 

The  World  War. 

How  the  Southern  States,  when  they 
endeavored  to  withdraw  from  the  Union, 
"  called  on  Great  Britain  "  for  recogni- 
tion and  assistance,  thus  making  good  a 
portion  of  Joseph  Smith's  prophecy,  has 
been  told.  But  when  did  Great  Britain 
"call  upon  other  nations,"  fulfilling  in 
her  own  case  the  terms  of  the  "Mormon" 
leader's  fateful  forecast?  Not  during  the 
stormy  period  of  the  sixties,  nor  for  many 
decadts  thereafter.  But  the  time  came 
eventually.  After  the  outbreak  of  the 
World  War,  when  the  German  hosts  were 
overrunning  Belgium  and  Northern 
France,  threatening  even  England  her- 
self, Great  Britain  did  call  upon  the 
nations  with  which  she  had  made  trea- 
ties, for  the  help  she  so  sorely  needed. 
Before  and  after  the  United  States  had 
declared  war  against  Germany,  the  visit 
to  America  of  representatives  of  Great 
Britain  and  others  of  the  allied  nations, 
appealing  for  aid,  was  a  potent  factor  in 
inducing  our  government  to  send  ship-; 
and  troops  across  the  Atlantic  to  help 
beat  back  the  Teutonic  invader. 

Dangers  Upon  the  Deep. 

Enoch  of  old,  looking  down  to  the 
Latter  Days,  "  saw  the  sea  that  it  was 
troubled."  (Moses  7:  66):  John  the 
Revelator  beheld  in  vision  similar  con 
ditions.  (Rev.  16:8,  4).  And  Joseph 
Smith  predicted  "  many  dangers,  many 
destructions  upon  the  waters."  (Doe 
and  Cov.  61:  4,  5). 
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"The  days  will  come,"  said  he,  "that 
no  flesh  shall  be  safe  upon  the  waters  ' ' 
(v.  15).  Was  not  this  prophecy  almost 
realized  during  the  darkest  days  of  the 
Great  War?  Perils  undreamt  of  de- 
veloped. Disasters  without  precedent, 
unexampled  in  history,  were  of  frequent 
occurence.  Even  upon  the  calm  Pacific 
no  ship  pursued  consecutively  the  same 
track  twice.  Companies  operating  the 
great  ocean  liners  no  longer  announced 
the  dates  of  departure  from  one  port  or 
of  expected  arrival  at  another.  They 
dared  not,  the  destroyer  was  abroad, 
death  was  in  the  depths,  and  the  spirit 
of  dread  brooded  upon  the  bosom  of  the 
waters.  And  this  on  the  comparatively 
peaceful  Western  Ocean ;  while  on  the 
Atlantic,  in  the  Mediterranean,  and  in 
the  North  Sea,  the  destructions  wrought 
by  the  terrible  submarine  told  the  tale 
of  danger  and  disaster.  Bear  in  mind, 
also,  the  dreadfully  destructive  Missis- 
sippi floods  of  recent  years,  and  then 
read  once  more'  the  ominous  phrase, 
"especially  upon  '  these  waters,"  con- 
tained in  verse  five  of  that  revelation. 

The  Food  Question. 

Joseph  Smith  predicited  famine  and 
the  famine  came.  Europe  called  on 
America  for  food.  America  responded 
generously.  But  as  fast  as  she  consigned 
her  cargoes  of  provisions  for  the  relief  of 
the  needy  nations,  the  merciless  and  de- 
vouring teubmarinjej  senti,  ithem  tip  tjhei 
bottom  of  the  sea.  The  floor  of  the  ocean 
is  strewn  with  the  wrecks  of  transports 
whose  mission  was  to  carry  bread  to  the 
starving  millions  of  other  lands.  And 
where  was  the  man,  uninspired  of 
heaven,  who  could  have  anticipated  siich 
a  catastrophe? 

The  whole  nation  became  aroused  to 
the  necessity  existing  for  the  avoidance 
of  waste  and  the  conservation  of  food- 
stuffs. All  civilized  countries  awakened  to 
the  same  urgent  call .  The  ' '  Mormon  ' ' 
grain  storing  movement  inaugurated  in 
1876  by  President  Brigham  Young,  who 
placed  it  as  a  special  mission  upon  the 
women  of  the  Relief  society,  was  no  lon- 
ger a  joke,   a  target  for  ridicule.       The 


gaunt  spectre  of  famine  had  shown  a 
glimpse  of  his  face,  and  the  whole  world 
'trem^ed  at  the  prospect.  In  May,  1918. 
the  Federal  Government,  by  its  food 
administrator  (now  President  of  the 
United  States) ,  called  upon  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  for 
the  turning  in  of  all  the  Relief  society 
wheat  then  on  hand,  for  use  in  the  war. 
The  request  was  cheerfully  complied 
with,  225,000  bushels  of  wheat  promptly 
being  furnished  by  the  Church  to  the 
Government. 

Other  Calamaties. 

Plague,  earthquake  and  tempest  were 
also  to  play  gruesome  parts  in  the  tragic 
drama  of  the  last  days.  The  death-deal 
ing  influenza  epidemic  of  1918  and  sub- 
sequent years,  the  Florida  cyclones,  the 
California  and  Japanese  earthquakes,  and 
other  fatal  calamities  all  bear  stern  wit- 
ness to  the  inspiration  of  the  mighty 
forecast  of  December  25,  1832. 

Saviors  of  the  Nation. 

It  was  to  escape  the  judgment  hanging 
over  the  world.,  and  find  a  place  where 
they  could  worship  God  unmolested,  that 
the  Latter-day  Saints  fled  to  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  Here,  and  here  only,  during 
the  temporary  isolation  sought  and  found 
by  them  in  the  chambers  of  "  the  ever- 
lasting hills,"  could  they  hope  to  be  let 
alone  long  enough  to  become  strong 
enough  to  accomplish  their  greater  des- 
tiny. If  the  tradition  can  be  relied  upon, 
Joseph  Smith  prophesied  that  the  Elders 
of  Israel  would  save  this  nation  in  the 
hour  of  its  extremest  peril.  It  but  re- 
mains to  say  that  this  patriotic  utterance 
of  their  martyred  Prophet  and  Seer  is 
deeply  imbedded  in  the  heart  and  hope 
of  the  "  Mormon  "  people.

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THE    NEW    JERUSALEM    AND    ITS 
TEMPLE.

From  the  time  of  the  organization  of 
the  Church  until  now  the  Latter-day 
Saints  have  been  looking1  forward  to  the 
day  of  the  building  of  the  city  New 
Jerusalem  with  its  holy  sanctuary.  Early 
in  1830  some  speculation  arose  over  the 
building  of  this  city  which  the  Saints 
learned  from  the  Book  of  Mormon  was  to 
be  built  upon  this  American  continent. 
Ether  was  shown  in  vision  many  things 
even  down  to  the  close  of  time.  He  was 
shown  the  city  of  Jerusalem  in  Palestine 
and  the  ministry  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  was 
also  taught  that  there  should  be  a  holy 
city  built  upon  this  land  of  promise  in 
the  latter  days.— (Ether  13:2-11).

When  the  Savior  visited  the  Nephites 
he  spoke  of  the  New  Jerusalem  on  this 
land.— 3  Nephi  20:22  ;  also  21  =20-29) . 

*         *         * 

This  western  continent  is  known  as  the 
land  of  Joseph  and  is  also  designated  as 
the  land  of  !Zion.  Isaiah  and  other  an- 
cient prophets  have  so  referred  to  it.  The 
holy  city  which  is  to'  be  built  upon  this 
land  is  sometimes  called  the  City  of  Zion. 
We  should  keep  in  mind  that  these  terms, 
City  of  iZion  and  New  Jerusalem,  have 
reference  to  the  same  sanctified  place 
from  whence  shall  go<  forth  the  law  with 
the  word  of  the  Lord  from  Jerusalem. 
\  Enoch's  city  was  also  galled  %  ion, 
which  means  by  interpretation,  the  pure 
in  heart. — Book  of  Moses,  c.  7:  61-64. 

When  Christ  comes  in  fulfillment  of 
this  promise,  there  will  be  on  the  earth 
two  great  cities  made  holy,  with  holy 
sanctuaries,  or  temples.     One  will  be  the 


city  of  Jerusalem  in  the  land  of  Judah, 
which  shall  be  re-built;  the  other  the 
city  Zion,  or  the  New  Jerusalem,  in  the 
land  of  Joseph. 

*         *         * 

Nearly  one  hundred  years  have  passed 
since  the  site  of  Zion  was  dedicated  and 
the  spot  for  the  tempie  was  chosen,  and 
some  of  the  members  of  the  Church  seem 
to>  be  fearful  lest  the  word  of  the  Lord 
shall  fail.  Others  have  tried  to  convince 
themselves  that  the  original  plan  has  been 
changed,  and  that  the  Lord  does  not  re- 
quire at  our  hands  this  mightly  work 
which  has  been  predicited  by  the  pro- 
phets of  ancient  times.  We  have  not 
been  released  from  this  responsibility, 
nor  shall  we  be.  The  word  of  the  Lord 
shall  not  fail.  If  we  look  back  and  ex- 
amine his  word  carefully,  we  will  dis- 
cover that  nothing  has  failed  of  all  that 
he  has  predicted,  neither  shall  one  jot  or 
tittle  pass  away  unfulfilled.  It  is  true 
that  the  Lord  commanded  the  Saints  to 
build  to  his  name  a  temple  in  Zion.  This 
they  attempted  to>  do,  but  were  prevented 
by  their  enemies,  so  the  Lord  did  not  re- 
quire the  work  at  their  hands  at  that 
time.  The  release  from  the  building  of 
the  temple  in  1833,  did  not,  however, 
cancel  the  responsibility  of  building  the 
City  and  the  house  of  the  Lord,  at  some 
future  time.  When  the  Lord  gets  ready 
for  it  to'  be  accomplished,  he  will  com- 
mand his  people,  and  the  work  will  be 
done. 

In  a  revelation  given  September  22 
and  23,   1832,  the  Lord  said:— 

'  Verily,  this  is  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
that  the  city  New  Jerusalem  shall  be 
built  by  the  gathering  of  the  saints, 
beginning  at  this  place,  even  the  place 
of  the  temple,  which  temple  shall  be 
reared  in  this  generation. 

' '  For  verily  this  generation  shall  not 
all  pass  away  until  a  house  shall  be 
built  unto  the  Lord,  and  a  cloud  shall 
rest  upon  it,  which  cloud  shall  be  even 
the  glory  of  the  Lord,  which  shall  fill 
the  house." 

There  have  been  various  interpreta- 
tions  given   to   the   term    "generation." 
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There  are  those  who  hold  that  a  genera- 
tion is  one  hundred  years ;  that  it  can  not 
mean  more  or  less;  others  maintain  a 
generation  to  be  one  hundred  and  twenty 
years.  Some  referenced  in  the  scriptures 
indicate  that  the  term  should  be  applied 
toi  those  who  are  living  at  any  one  period 
of  time,  or  the  people  of  the  same  period 
or  age.  It  seems  to  me,  however,  that 
the  meaning  should  be  interpreted  by 
the  reading  of  the  context.  When  the 
Lord  said  "  These  are  the  generations  of 
the  heavens  and  of  the  earth,"  he  had 
something  more  in  mind  than  a  period  of 
time  of  one  hundred  years.  When  the 
Savior  said:  "An  evil  and  adulterous 
generation  seeketh  after  a  sign,"  he  had 
in  mind  the  people,  net  a  period  of  time. 
So,  it  appears,  we  may  be  justified  in 
concluding  that  the  reading  of  the  afore- 
mentioned revelation:  "  For  verily  this 
generation  shall  not  all  pass,"  has  refer- 
ence  to  those  then  living,  not  to  the 
period  of  one  hundred  years.  I  firmly  be- 
lieve that  there  will  be  some  of  that 
generation  who  were  living  when  this 
revelation  was  given  who  shall  be  living 
when  this  temple  shall  be  reared.  And 
I  do  not  believe  that  the  Lord  has  bound 
himself  to  accomplish  the  matter  within 
one  hundred  years  from  1832,  but  he  has 
the  power  to  accomplish  this  before  1932, 
if  he  wills. 

No  matter  what  the  correct  interpre- 
tation may  be,  the  fact  remains  that  the 
City  Zion,  or  New  Jerusalem,  will  even- 
tually be  built  in  Jackson  County, 
Missouri,  and  the  temple  of  the  Lord 
will  also  be  constructed.  I  have  full  con- 
fidence in  the  word  of  the  Lord  and  that 
his  word  shall  not  fail. 

Neither  will  the  Lord  call  upon  those 
who  are  cut  off  from  his  people  to  ac- 
complish his  holy  work.  The  temple  will 
not  be  built  by  those  who  say  that  Joseph 
Smith  was  a  fallen  prophet,  and  who 
have  failed  to  accept  the  fulnes  of  the 
word  of  the  Lord  as  it  came  through  him. 
No  people  will  be  commanded  and  direct- 
ed by  revelation  from  the  Lord  to  build 
his  temple,  when  they  know  nothing  of 
temple  building  and  the  ordinances  per- 
formed in  temples.  The  Latter-day  Saints 
iniav    be    assured    that    when    the    time 


comes  for  the  building  of  llic  house  of 
the  Lord,  he  will  call  upon  his  people 
who  have  remained  true  and  have  been 
faithful  to  the  purposes  of  the  Loud  in 
bringing  to  pass  the  solvation  ol  the 
Jiving  and  of  the  dead.  We  may  he 
doubly  sure  that  the  Lord  did  not  send 
Elijah  the  prophet  wffch  the  keys  df  the 
sealing  ordinances  which  are  performed 
in  the  temple  so  thai  the  earth  will  not 
be  smitten  with  a  curse  when  the  Re- 
deemer shall  come,  and  then  call  into 
favor  a  people  wdio  rejected  the  coming 
<f  Elijah  and  all  the  authority  and  keys 
he  has  sent  to  bestow,  and  aslc  them  to 
build  a  temple  of  the  Lord. 

Those  wdio  hold  the  portion  of  the 
temple  site  where  the  dedication  took 
place  in  1831  are  without  divine  authori- 
ty. We  may  say  of  them  as  the  Lord 
said  of  those  of  old:  "Woe  unto  you  *  *  * 
for  ye  shut  up  the  kingdom  of  heaven 
against  men:  for  ye  neither  go  in  your- 
selves, neither  suffer  ye  them  that  are 
entering  to  go  in."  When  the  Lord  shall 
speak,  the  way  shall  be  opened  for  the 
accomplishment  of  his  purposes,  and  all 
opposition  will  melt  like  the  hoar  frosl 
before  the  rising  sun.  "  For  thus  saith 
the  Lord,  I  will  cut  short  my  work'  in 
righteousness,  for  the  day  cometh  that  1 
will  send  forth  judgment  unto  victory." 
"  Behold,    I  will    hasten    my   work   in   its 

time.  "

"  And  verily,  verily,  1  say  unto  you. 
that  whatsoever  you  seal  <  n  earth  shall 
be  sealed  in  heaven;  and  whatsoever  you

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A  POSITIVE  RELIGION.

Note — Dr.  Carver,  professor  of  politi- 
cal economy  at  Harvard  University,  lias 
been  nationally  prominent  in  America  for 
a  score  of  years  or  more.  Pioneer  in  the 
Held  of  rural  economics  and  sociology,  lie 
lias  served  as  president  of  both  the 
American  Economic  Association  and  the 
American  Farm  Economic  Association. 

For  many  years  a  student  of  what  he 
here  refers  to  as  "  the  Mormon  polity," 
he  has  become  acquainted  with  many 
Utah  people  and  counts  some  of  the  lead- 
ing educators  of  the  West  among  his 
personal  friends. 

His  appraisal  of  the  work  of  the  Mor- 
mon Church  is  made,  therefore,  both 
with  understanding  of  the  situations  un- 
der which  it  has  labored  and  with  an  ap- 
preciation of  the  men  and  women  who 
have  directed  its  growth. 


Economics  has  been  called  the  science 
of  statesmanship.  Statesmanship  is  the 
art  of-nation-building.  One  good  way  to 
study  the  art  of  nation-building  is  to 
study  it  in  miniature.  One  can  study  it 
in  miniature  in  the  early  colonies  on  the 
Atlantic  coast,  and  in  the  Mormon 
Colonies  in  Utah. 

J  have  long  been  interested  in  the 
Mormon  polity.  It  is  one  of  the  most  in- 
teresting and  instructive  experiments  in 
the  world.  It  throws  a  great  deal  of  light 
on  the  art  of  nation-building.  It,  there- 
fore, furnished  a  laboratory  for  the  study 
of  the  science  of  statesmanship. 

Plutarch  tells  us  that  Themistocles  was 
once  twitted  in  a  polite;  gathering  because 
lie  could  not  play  any  musical  instru- 
ment. He  replied  that,  although  he  could 
not  fiddle,  he  could  make  a  small  city  in- 
to a  great  and  glorious  one.  The  Mormon 
leaders  did  even  better  than  that.  They 
did  not  have  even  a  small  city  to  start 
with.        They   started   with   nothing  and 


built  a  great  and  glorious  commonwealth. 
They  found  a  desert  and  made  it  bloom 
and  blossom  as  the   rose. 

Such  things  can  he  accomplished  in 
only  one  way.  That  way  is  the  econom- 
izing of  man-power.  The  economy  of 
man-power  is,  therefore,  the  key  to  the 
whole  science  of  statesmanship,  and  of 
the  whole  art  of  nation-building.  It  is 
oiil\  by  economizing  man-power  that 
great  masses  of  material  can  be  moved, 
that  rivers  can  be  datumd,  ditches  dug, 
and  land  irrigated.  Jt  is  only  by  econom- 
izing man-power  that  cities  can  be  built, 
populations  fed,  and  energy  be  spared 
for  the  arts  and  graces  of  life. 

The  Mormons  did  not  even  start  with 
a  mass  of  highly  educated  or  skilled  man- 
power. They  started,  as  a  general  rule, 
with  very  commonplace  people.  These 
people  came  from  the  backwoods,  the 
prairies,  and  the  mountains  of  this 
country.  From  overseas  they  came,  from 
•peasant  'farms,  from  coal  mines,  and 
from  work  shops.  While  they  were  sturdy 
hard-working  people,  they  were  not  con- 
spicuously gifted  or  learned. 

Jt  was  necessary  for  the  Mormon 
( 'hutch  to  train  its  own  people.  They  not 
only  began  with  desert  land  and  had  to 
put  everything  on  it,  even  water;  they  al- 
so had  to, start  with  relatively  uneducated 
people.  This  double  task  of  developing 
both  land  and  people  could  never  have 
been  performed  except  by  economizing 
such  man-power  as  there  was,  and  util- 
izing it  to  the  nth  degree.  The  results 
wcvn  a  marvel  of  statemanship. 

Man-power  may  be  economized,  first 
by  cultivating  sound,  personel  habits 
among  the  people.  "  Wherefore  will  ye 
spend  your  money  for  that  which  is  not 
bread?  "  asked  the  Scriptures.  They  who 
waste  their  substance  in  riotous  living 
ar  wasting  more  than  wealth.  They  are 
washing  their  own  vital  energy,  their 
own  man-power. 

I  have  never  found  more  sound  and 
wholesome  personal  habits  than  among 
the  Mormons.  I  never  mingled  with 
people  who  showed  fewer  signs  of  dissipa 
tion.  I  have  never  studied  groups  of 
people  who  seemed  better  nourished  and

more  healthful.  1  have  never  known 
people  who  took  more  pains  to  educate 
their  children.  ,  This  gives  a  clue  to  the 
success  of  the  Mormons  as  colonizers  and 
nation-builders. 

Man-power  is  also  economized  by  dis- 
covering hidden  talent  and  giving  it  a 
chance  to  function.  Every  village  Hamp- 
den or  mute,  inglorious  Milton  is  a  waste 
of  man-power,  the  more  destructive  be- 
cause the  world  is  always  in  desperate 
need  of  such  talent.  Any  system  of  super- 
vision or  of  teaching  which  can  discover 
latent  genius  and  make  it  active  is  a  fac- 
tor in  nation-building.  To  discovqr  hidden 
genius  is  better  than  to  discover  a'  hidden 
gold  mine. 

J.  have  heard  and  read  a  number  of 
stories  which  show  that  the  leaders  of 
Mormonism  had  an  almost  uncanny 
power  of  discovering  hidden  talent.  Un- 
suspected skill  exists  in  every  large  group 
of  people.  If  it  remains  unsuspected  or 
inactive  it  is  a  waste  of  a  most  valuable 
kind  of  man-power.  The  power  to  save 
skill,  talent  and  genius  from  going  to 
waste,  is  as  near  to  divine  wisdom  as 
anything  we  are  ever  likely  to  know  in 
this  world.  Whether  this  power  comes 
from  superior  organization,  or  from 
superior  personal  insight,  it  is  equally 
valuable.  The  Mormon  Church  seems  to 
have  possessed  it  in  high  degree. 

Man-power  is  also>  economized  by  co- 
operation, or  by  working  together  har- 
moniously. Every  time  two'  or  more 
persons  work  at  cross  purposes,  each  one 
trying  to  interfere  with  the  others,  there 
is  a  waste  of  man-power.  To  eliminate 
that  form  of  waste  is  one  of  the  major 
purposese  of  statesmanship.  It  may  have 
been  the  sheer  necessity  of  the  situation 
which  forced  the  early  Mormons  to>  co- 
operate to  starve.  It  may  have  been  the 
bond  of  a  common  religion,  it  may  have 
been  superior  intelligence  and  insight. 
Whatever  the  source,  the  result  was 
good. 

By  cooperation  I  do  not  mean  merely 
the  formal  organization  of  cooperative 
societies.  I  mean  also  the  general  willing- 
ness to  work  together  for  the  common 
good.     When  a  man  works  alone  for  the 


common  good,  he  does  not  accomplish 
much  and  gets  discouraged.  When  he 
works  as  one  of  ten,  his  work  is  multi- 
plied by  ten  and  he  begins  to  see  results. 
That  is  encouraging.  When  he  works  as 
one  of  a  thousand,  his  work  is  multiplied 
by  a  thousand  and  he  begins  to  get  more 
than  he  put  in.  That  is  very  encouraging 
indeed. 

The  trick  is  to  get  cooperation  for  the 
common  good  to  number  not  tens  or 
hundreds,  but  thousands,  tens  of  thous- 
ands, and  millions.  That  is  the  very 
highest  order  of  statesmanship.  I  do 
not  think  that  the  Mormons  have  quite 
achieved  that  result,  but  they  have  at 
least  done  something  in  that  direction. 
The  rest  of  the  country  can  at  least  learn 
something'  from  observing  them. 


The  Infidel  and  Death-bed  Repentance. 

What  chance  is  there  for  infidelity  when 
we  are  parting  with  our  friends  almost 
daily?  None  at  all.  The  infidel  will  grasp 
at  every  straw  for  help  until  death  stares 
him  in  the  face,  and  then  his  infidelity 
takes  its  flight,  for  the  realities  of  the 
eternal  world  are  resting  upon  him  in 
mighty  power ;  and  when  every  earthly 
support  and  prop  fails  him,  he  then  sen- 
sibly feels  the  eternal  truths  of  the  im- 
mortality of  the  soul.  We  should  take 
warning'  and  not  wait  for  the  death-bed 
to  repent,  so  may  the  youth  and  middle- 
aged,  as  well  as  the  infant  be  suddenly 
called  into  eternity.  Let  this,  then, 
prove  as  a  warning  to  all  not  to  procras- 
tinate repentance,  or  wait  till  a  death 
bed,  for  it  is  the  will  of  God  that  men 
should  repent  and  serve  Him  in  health, 
and  in  the  strength  and  power  of  his 
mind  in  order  to  secure  His  blessings, 
and  not  wait  until  he  is  called  to  die. — 
Joseph  Smith
